Three battles began almost si- 
multaneously between steel-hel- 
meted Japanese bluejackets and 
rgular Chinese troops of the Nan- 
king central government.

Japanese headquarters said the 
first clash occurred at 9:15 a. m. 
at the corner of the Paoshan and 
Wangping roads in Chapei terri- 
tory. 

Chinese and foreigners, includ- 
ing many Americans, were terror- 
stricken as a repetition of the 
bloody 1932 fighting appeared to 
be starting. 

Chinese Pour Into City. 


The 87th and 88th divisions of 
the Chinese central government 
army poured into the native city 
from near-by Soochow and con- 
structed barricades in the Chapei 
district. 

The third Japanese battle fleet, 
including 33 warships, lay at an- 
chor in the harbor, prepared to 
send tons of high-explosive shells 
into the city. 

Thousands of Japanese blue- 
jackets were debarked from the 
ships and took up stations in the 
Japanese section of the Interna- 
tional Settlement. 

It was expected their first move 
would be to dominate Chapei and 
take the north railroad station in 
the native Chinese city.

Injunction Order Granted 
by Judge Moore on Plea 
of ‘A Citizen-Taxpayer.’ 


The projected survey of city and 
county governments—designed to 
eliminate duplicating departments 
—was thrown for a loss yesterday. 
Superior Judge Virlyn B. Moore 
signed an order temporarily re- 


straining Fulton county officials 
from paying over the county’s 
share of the three-way financed 
project. 

The suit was filed by W. H. 
Irwin,. of Hapeville, “as a citizen 
and taxpayer. ” It contends that 
the survey’ appropriation made 
August 4 by county commission is 
illegal-and violates. the state con- 
stitution. Judge Moore set Sep- 
tember 3 as the date for hearing. 

Meanwhile, county commission- 
ers and Frank Fling, clerk of the 
commission, are restrained from 
paying $6,333.33 as their part of 
the cost of the survey, $19,000. 
The city of Atlanta, and the Cham- 
ber of Commerce are the other 
parties jointly bearing the cost. 

Expert Scheduled for Work. 

The survey was to have been 
made by Dr. Thomas H. Reed, fi- 
nancial.expert from New York, 
and a staff of auditors and investi- 
gators. First steps of the project 
to determine more efficient and 
economical ways of conducting the 
two governments were taken Wed-~ 
nesday in the city hall. But Judge 
Moore’s order brings the entire 
program to a temporary standstill.

Not contenting himself with at- 
tacking the bill, Representative 
Cox termed the appointment of 
one of its sponsors, Senator Hugo 
Black, of Alabama, to the vacancy 
on the United States supreme 
court, as “the worst insult that has 
yet been given the nation.” 


DEMOCRATS TO BE 
MAJORITY IN COURT 


It Will Be First Time Since 
1864 Party Has Dom- 
inated. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—()—~ 
Selection of Hugo L. Black to be 
a member of the supreme court 
will give the Democrats a majority 
on the tribunal for the first time 
since 1864, 

Justices, however, are supposed 
to forget their political affiliations 
when they go on the bench. His- 
tory has provided a number of 
examples of judges voting directly 
in opposition to the wishes of the 
President who appointed them. 

Until the retirement on June 2 
of Justice Willis Van Devanter, 
the lineup of the court was five 
Republicans — Chief  Jpstice 
Hughes, Van Devanter, Suther- 
land, Stone and Roberts—and four 
Democrats—McReynolis, Brand- 
eis, Butler and Cardozo.

of The Constituticf; a large num- 
ber of new subscribers who.start 
the paper this morning. And 
those new subscribers got a great 
round of applause from the crowd 
when they were announced, 

The carriers haled Major How- 
ell before a mock court. and in- 
dicted him on the ground that he 
was printing a paper which. peo- 
ple liked so well they took it in 
such numbers the carriers had to 
wait until too late an hour to get 
their papers. They then present- 
ed him with the new subscribers. 
O. H. Puckett Jr., one of-the route 
managers and a young .attorney, 
made the presentation and read 
the indictment. 

At Mercy of Boys. 

Major Howell promptly called

THE SOUTH AND ITS FUTURE 
Charging that most of the economic woes of 
the south spring from a mistaken following 
after the democracy of Alexander Hamilton, 
based upon an. aristocratic foundation and 
glorifying the wealthy classes, rather than upon

the democracy of Thomris Jefferson, with its’ 


faith in all mankind, E. B. Weatherly, president 
of the Georgia Livestock Association, delivered 
an attention-compelling speech before the 
State Agricultural Society, meeting in Athens 
Wednesday. 

The south has for generations given lip 
service to Jeffersonian ideals which exalt the 
independent farmer and are based upon a pre- 
dominantly agrarian society. On the other 
- hand, Alexander Hamilton was the exponent 
of industry and inczeasing wealth through 
manufacture. It is from his theories that the 
dominating class of extremely wealthy indus- 
trialists has sprung and he believed that the 
United States could succeed as a government 
only if it surrounded itself with the righ and 
powerful. He had no faith in the masses, Wall 
Street of yesterday and today and the high 
tariff policies are part of the heritage of Ham- 
iltonian democracy. | 

The south has, holds Mr. Weatherly, turned 
after false gods and been blind to its own in- 
terests in devoting its best brains and its finest 
génius to industrial growth. For generations, 
he points out, industry has drawn the best of 
the south’s sons and daughters away from the 
farm and has lured agricultural labor from the 
plow and the reaper to the service of the fac- 
tory machine. , 

As a result, the farms of the south have 
been largely worked by tenants or managers 
for absentee landlords,. whose chief interests 
have been in commerce or industry in the 
cities. This has drained southern soil of fer- 
tility, leaving it unproductive, eroded and im- 
poverished. . 

Cotton grown year after year, with its lint 
and d both taken from the land; inevitably 
means soil poverty. Cotton, over a 50-year 
period, has averaged about the same price, 
barely above the cost of production, yet the 
farmer has had to buy his supplies in a high- 
tariff protected, constantly advancing market. 

Mr. Weatherly advocates, as steps toward a 
rebuilding of agriculture in the south and a 
return to the chief destiny of this section, a 
new method of financing farm activity, greater 
opportunities for agricultural education and a 
new program of farming; based upon livestock 
raising and with at least half the acreage in 
grass pastures, to provide feed, to stop erosion 
and to restore the fertility of the soil. 

Banks, he holds, will have to make farm 
loans on a basis of three or four years, be- 
cause it takes that long for investment in live- 
stock to show returns, instead of the present 
loans to cover only the few months of the 
cotton-raising season. . 

Georgia has, he points out, the oldest of all 
state universities teaching the sciences and lib- 
era] arts, whereas her college of agriculture is 
the newest. Greater concentration on agricul- 
tural training for the youth of the state, and 
agricultural research, is essential, he feels. 

If the advice of Mr. Weatherly is followed, 
Georgia and the south may yet see that day 
when a revivified agriculture takes its proper 
place side by side with the new industrial 
structure which this region’s natural advan- 
tages is causing to be erected. When that day 
comes, with proper balance between the two, 
the manufacturer and the farmer of the south 
can march side by side, in mutual respect and 
mutual helpfulness, toward a day of prosperity 
now undreamed. 

If such a program is not followed, the warn- 
ing of “further decay” for the entire south, 
with the concomitant danger of disaster for the 
whole nation, may easily come true.

NEED ANY MORE BE SAID? 

The late Representative William P. Con- 
nery, co-author of the Black-Connery wages 
and hours bill now before congress, revealed 
the sectionalism cat in the bag when he spoke 
in support of that measure at Lawrence, Mass. 

“Every manufacturer in: New England,” he 
said, “as well as every employe should be for 
the minimum wage and maximum hour bill for 
the textile industry because it will take care of 
the unfair southern competition.” 

The only misleading word in Representa- 
tive Connery’s statement is “unfair,” as ap- 
plied to the southern textile industry. Charges 
that workers in the textile mills of the south 
are paid small wages and worked too long 
hours may be refuted by a visit to any mill in 
Georgia. 

If the advocates of the Black-Connery bill 
could see, with eyes unblinded by prejudice, 
the homes in the southern textile villages, the 
comforts and content and prosperity of these 
workers, they would change their views on “un- 
fair” southern competition. 

If there is any “unfairness’’ it must be at- 
tributed to nature herself who, in her bounty 
to the south, has.so blessed this region with 
advantages of climate, of easy modes of life, of 
every comfort and natural resource, that it is 
the logical and inevitable location for the wise 
manufacturer. 

Textile labor in the south may receive a pay 
scale a shade below that of textile labor in 
the east. But, when the cost and conditions of 
life in the two sections are compared, the mill 
worker in Georgia is inestimably better off 
than the mill worker in Massachusetts. 

Out of Representative Connery’s own state- 
ment is revealed the vicious purpose behind the 
Black-Connery bill, a purpose to hamstring the 
south for the benefit of the industry of the 
east, which for so long was the pampered fa- 
vorite of Republican administrations and now 
seeks the same position under the present 
Democratic rule. 


«VICTIMS OF “THE BUG” 

No one has any sympathy for those lottery 
players who, having “hit the bug,” were un- 
able to collect their winnings when the lot- 
tery companies were unable’to “pay off.” Citi- 
zens who aid this criminal racket by patron- 


. izing the filégal game get only their just de- 


serts when the bottom falls out-of their gamble. 

It is, after all, the otherwise respectable 
citizens, men and women, who patronize the 
lottery operators, who are responsible for this 
dangerous violation of the law. For, while 
there is a flood of sucker money, pennies and 
dimes and quarters and dollars, to be received, 
the underworld will never say no. It is this 
money, the hard-earned contributions from 
“good citizens,” which finances the operations 
of Atlanta’s underworld and which is the di- 
rect cause of the great bulk of more serious 


‘crime. 


In addition to moral considerations, those 
of rudimentary knowledge of mathematics and 
the laws of chance should know they are buck- 
ing impossible odds when they bet on the 
“bug.” With the percentage of chance against 
them 999 to 1, even the lottery operators them- 
selves know that a player who bets every day 


stands to win, on an average, only once in . 


four years. If the “bug’’ were legal, ethical and 
legitimate, it would still be a trap to catch 
the foolish. . 

If the failure of the “bug” to pay off to 
winners results in teaching a fair proportion 
of players a badly needed lesson, it will be 
about the first good result that has come out 
of the racket.

In considering the pos- 
sibilities of German colonial ex- 
pansion, most Americans have al- 
ways thought merely of the return 
of the African colonies. But it 
would appear that Brazil, and per- 
haps some other South American 
countries, fear that Germany may 
look elsewhere than to Africa. 
And the Mon Doctrine, far 
from being dead, has been built 
out into a Pan-American system 
of collective security.

The German trade policy is in 
direct opposition to the reciprocal 
trade agreements of Cordell Hull. 
Under Hull’s policy the signatories 
to trade agreements contract to 
give each other the benefit of any 
trade concessions which they may 
give to other countries. The policy 
does not demand that any one 
country buy as much from the 
United States as it sells to us, or 
vice versa. Hull’s program is to 
open up all the channels of world 
trade in the widest possible way, 
based upon fair and non-discrim- 
inatory treatment.

" The German policy is, first, 
never to buy more from a coun- 
try than that country buys from 
Germany. Second, wherever 
trade. balances run against her, 
payment is made through blocked

From the American viewpoint 
the Brazilian case is particularly 
flagrant.

is| Brazil, followed by England and 


Germany. England is now in third 
place, and Germany is close to 
pushing the United States from 
first place. Yet the United States 
annually buys from Brazil about 
twice as much as we sell her. 
We are her largest customer for 
her most important export. We, 
therefore, have a club which we 
could use against Brazil, but Mr. 
Hull refuses to wield it, not only 
because he is interested in im- 
proving relations with our near 
neighbors, but because if we wield 
clubs against others, others wi 

wield them against us. 


We are, therefore, seeing in this 
Brazilian affair a real struggle be- 
tween barter principles of Dr. 
Schacht, made possible by rigid 
political control, and the liberal 
trade policies of Mr. Hull. And in 
Brazil it is apparently complicated 
by the fear of the Brazilians that 
German economic penetration, by 
means of Dr. Schacht’s bludgeon, 
may be the prelude to penetration 
of a different and even more dan- 
gerous sort. Brazil is a sparsely 
populated country, filled with nat- 
ural resources sorely needed by 
Germans, and a large and thriving 
German colony is there already. 
The German government has just 
appointed as ambassador to Brazil, 
Herr Ritter, one of the most im- 
portant men in the German for- 
eign office. For years he has been 
in charge of the department of 
economics.

The offer to lease destroyers 
cannot, therefore, be interpreted 
merely as a friendly move toward 
a neighboring American. country.

It is not 
only a responsibility, it is a good 
business policy, since the potential 
readers of most papers in this day 
of division and doubt are almost 
as numérous on one side as the 
other of our mooted questions, and 
everybody likes to hear his own 
side championed from time to 
time. This is particularly true of 
the south, and, to this writer, it 
seems much to the credit of south- 
ern newspapers that so many of 
them are quite willing now to 
publish opinions contrary to their 
own even as they stoutly maintain 
their own. That is librealism, and 
it is also journalism, and good 
business. 


“It has always been my feel- 
ing,” writes Publisher Clark How- 
ell, of The Atlanta Constitution, 
“that a columnist writing over his 
own signature should present his 
own views and not those of the 
That, of course, is the 
only way any columnist worth his 
salt would write; since it is his own 
name under which his opinions ap- 
pear, even though it is someone 
else’s newspaper. But the num- 
ber of southern. publishers who 
are liberal enough to like such an 
attitude advertises a fine ideal of 
the freedom of the press.

GRAVES WILL DEFER 
NAMING SUCCESSOR 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Aug. 12. 
(UP)—Governor Bibb Graves, of 

labama, tonight indicated he 
would defer action on a succes- 
sor to Senator Black until the sen- 
ate confirms his nomination as a 
justice of the United States su- 
preme court. 

A source close to the Governor 
said he will not seek to succeed 
Black in the senate, choosing to 
abide by an Alabama law which 
prohibits a person from holding a 
political office within a year after 
the expiration of a previous term. 

Under Alabama law, Graves 
must make a temporary appoint- 
ment if a senate vacancy occurs 
four months or more before a gen- 
eral election. 

He also is authorized to call a 
special election whenever he de- 
sires, but such action is not man- 
datory. 

Black’s term runs until Novem- 
ber, 1938. Since the regular state 
Democratic primary is scheduled 
for next May, it was deemed im- 
probable that Graves would sched- 
ule a special election. 

The Governor said he was “in- 
tensely happy” over Black’s nom- 
Ination. F .

Corona During. June Eclipse 
Vast Light Haze, 
Long Suspected But Hitherto Unproved. 


Indicating Atmosphere 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—(7)—An 
airplane discovery that the sun is 
surrounded by air a million miles 
deep on all sides, found by a new 
photographic technique during the 
eclipse in Peru last June, was 
made public by the American Mu- 


seum of Natural History here to- 
day. 

The pictures were taken by Ma- 
jor A. W. Stevens, stratosphere 
flyer. In a plane at 25,000 feet 
above the Peruvian coast he pho- 
tographed the sun’s corona. This 
is the white halo always visible in 
eclipse. 

But his photos showed some- 
thing different than any other pic- 
tures ever made. The usual photo 
shows the halo as_ irregular 
streamers, like the points of a 
crown. 

Major Stevens’ pictures also 
showed the same “crown.” But 
surrounding it, extending. far out- 
side, and almost as round as the 
sun itself, was a light haze. The 
haze is apparently atmosphere. As- 
tronomers have suspected its exis- 
tence for years, but never before 
have had such definite proof. 

At Harvard University today, 
where the final check-up was 
made on the photographs, it was 
announced that ideas of the nature 


of the sun’s corona would have to: 


studies have proved that there is 
much oxygen in the corona.

CROP GAINS, LOSSES 
SEEN FOR GEORGIA 


Prospects Good in Southern 
Part of State; North 
Needs Rain. 


ATHENS, Ga., Aug. 12.—(4)— 
Increased production for Georgia 
in corn, oats, hay, Irish potatoes, 
sweet potatoes and apples was 
forecast today by the Georgia crop 
reporting service of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 

Tobacco, wheat, peaches, pears 
and pecans were items due for a 
production decline in comparison 
with 1936, conditions reported as 
of August 1 indicated. 

“Favorable weather over most of 
the state during July was respon- 
sible for improved -crop prospects, 
especially in the southern half of 
the state where abundant rainfall 
was received and yields generally 
were reported good to excellent,” 
the service reported. 

“In the northern half of the 
state, crops are more irregular and 
some areas have suffered from dry 
weather and still need general 
rains at this time.” sd 

Percentage increases in produc- 
tion were: Irish potatoes, 45 per 
cent; corn, 41 per cent; sweet po- 
tatoes, 24 per cent; oats, 14 per 
cent; apples, 13 per cent, and hay, 
2 per cent. 

Decreases reported were: 
Peaches, 53 per cent; pears, 46 
per cent; tobacco, 25 per cent; pe- 
cans, 23 per cent, and wheat, 4 
per cent,

Despite Objections, Bloc 
Does Not Expect Veto 
From President. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—(#)— 
Vice President Garner gaveled 
through the senate today an ad- 


ministration-opposed proposal to 
fix refined sugar quotas for the 
continental United States, Hawaii 
and Puerto Rico. 

President Roosevelt previously 
had protested that the proposal 
would limit by law the quantity 
of sugar that may be refined in 
various geographical limits of the 
United States. This, the Presi- 
dent had declared in a letter to 
the senate finance committee, 
would : constitute a “dangerous 
precedent.” 

The sugar control legislation, 
which the house passed recently 
despité a Presidential veto threat, 
came up for consideration in the 
senate late in the day and debate 
will be resumed tomorrow. 

After Senator Brown, Democrat, 
Michigan, had explained the meas- 
ure briefly, Garner declared three 
finance committee amendments 
passed “without objection.” 

Despite ‘the President’s objec- 
tions to the refining amendment, 
Chairman Adams, Democrat, Colo- 
rado, of the senate sugar bloc, told 
reporters he is not looking for a 
veto.

MEDICAL AND POPULAR FAL- 
LACY OF CONCUSSION. 

A reader asks for.an explanation 
of brain concussion. The reader 


describes a man who suffered a 
head injury in an automobile ac- 
injury the 
man was active, alert, healthy, 
successful and had a pleasing per- 
sonality. The diagnosis made at 
the time of the accident was 
“brain concussion and subdural 
hemorrhage.” The patient was un- 
conscious for two or three days 
after the accident. He made a 
gradual recovery. But now he is 
irritable, very nervous (whatever 
that may mean) and has periods 
of depression and poor memory. 
Doctors advise rest and say it takes 
time for complete recovery. 
Right off, the man described is 
evidently not suffering from the 
effects of brain concussion. He is 
rather suffering from the effects 
of a blood clot upon the surface of 
the brain, just underneath the 
membrane (dura) that covers 
the brain. I do not mean that I 
can diagnose such a condition from 
the description or otherwise, but 
merely that it seems quite obvious 
that something else than just con- 
cussion is in question here. If 
there is reason to believe a skull 
or head injury has caused hemor- 
rhage within the skull, why think 
any more about “concussion?” 

The truth is that there is no 
such condition as “brain concus- 
sion,” apart from the ordinary 
state of shock which may occur 
from any severe injury, or even 
from great fright without any in- 
jury. When shock occurs from an 
injury of the head there is no law 
against calling it “concussion” if 
you like, but for the victim’s in- 
terest it would be far better to 
call it shock and deal with it as 
you would deal with shock from 
any other cause. 

The danger involved in diagnos- 
ing shock from head injury as 
“concussion” is that the vague sig- 
nificance of “concussion” may en- 
courage or excuse unwarranted 
neglect or delay in making a true 
diagnosis. Suppose there is some 
such hemorrhage under the skull. 
The slowly increasing pressure of 
the clot on the brain (that is, in- 
creasing until the bleeding stops) 
may prolong the unconsciousness 
produced by shock, or if there has 
been no shock or only a brief pe- 
riod of unconsciousness and recov- 
ery of consciousness, the pressure 


,, diagnosis of brain “concussion” on 


of the clot may produce within 
several hours what seems to be 
sleep which passes into coma or 
complete loss of consciousness. 
Ingenious and interesting efforts 
have been made to establish the 


scientific ground, but in my judg- 
ment—remember, now, I let sev- 
eral sobs escape me when I saw 
the movie Louis Pasteur, yet I do 
not believe rabies occurs in man, 
and I may be just as wrong about 
“concussion”—in my judgment 
the world will be happier if we 
forget the idea of “concussion” and 
call “shock” shock, or if we are 
unable to make a definite diag- 
nosis as yet to say so.
